2. Claims 6- 1 0 and 1 6-2 1 are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 6, 16 and 17 recite, inter alia, a weld plate of metal material secured to a second 
metal foil layer and having a volume, thickness and thermal mass sufficient to withstand micro 
spot welding of a strap interconnect, the weld plate including a raised central mesa region; and 
an insulative box surrounding outer edges of the device and defining an opening exposing the 
central mesa region. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor would 
it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
